T he first section which A ssem bly­ 
man McGowan asks to have repealed 
provides for the paym ent of state aid 
to 
agricultural 
fairs. 
Sub-section 
three of that section provides for the 
paym ent of not to exceed $5,000 to 
the Northern W isconsin State fair or 
the La Crosse interstate fair and the 
other sections prescribes the use of 
the funds received by the state for 
the purposes of m aintaining a coun­ 
ty fair. 
A lthough the appropriation 
for the La Crosse interstate fair is in 
a sub-section, law yers claim the Mc­ 
Gowan bill would relieve La Crosse 
of this m oney. 
Mr. McGowan has de­
